Wild ducks constitute a valu¬ 
able natural asset of Canada and 
the United States and, because 
they migrate betw-een these two 
countries, at e protected by the mi¬ 
gratory Birds Treaty of 1916. This 
treaty is implemented in Canada 
by the Migratory Birds Convent¬ 
ion Act and the Migratory Bird 
Regulations, which arc administer¬ 
ed by this Department, in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police and in co-opera¬ 
tion with the provincial game au¬ 
thorities. Copies of the documents 
mentioned above are being mailed 
to you under separate cover. 

Wild- ducks furnish Canadians 
with large quantities of meat 
each year. They are particularly 
important as a source of food for 
Indians and Eskimos, who arc* 
wards of the federal government 
and would have to be fed at the 
tax-payers’ expense if they could 
not obtain sufficient food for 
themselves.
